The Platform 


I 


T IS announced upon what appears to be good 


authority that the primary program, upon 


which the La Follette state ticket forged its 
way to victory, will be made the state platform 
of the republican party substantially without 
change. 


This platform in its more concrete aspects 


was devoted to federal matters. Its allusions 
to things of purely state interest seldom took 
the form of concrete recommendations. Its pur- 
pose seems to have been, rather, to 
broadly 


sketch certain principles and theories of gov- 
ernment. Its planks are lacking in that they 
did not promise the state anything in particu- 
lar, even though they may have suggested very 
much in general. Should this plan be parried 
out in the republican state platform, the bur- 
den of interpreting the platform and of con- 
structing legislation to effectuate it, would be 
entirely upon the legislature, 
which 
would 


have a widespread latitude for judgment and 
a splendid opportunity to formulate something 
worth while. 


Such indefinite- platforms are apt to be 


favored by politicians. 
They avoid the neces- 


sity of denning specific proposals in the cam- 
paign by making none, and they make it pos- 
sible for the administration, when next it ap- 
proaches an election, to fit its actual perform- 
ances into the platform by elastic interpreta- 
tion, so that no matter what happens or is done 
it can be justified as being in accordance with 
party pledges. However, it is improbable that 
much will be lost by drawing upon the. talent 
of the legislature for such concrete measures as 
are suggested by the primary approval of the 
La Follette-Blaine platform. 
There will 
be 


time to study, and opportunity for 
hearing 


specialists on it in relation to proposed legis- 
lation. 


To our mind there are two highly import- 


ant subjects that will or should be up for con- 
sideration.. One is education, the other is! man- 
agement of our penal and reformatory insti- 
tutions. 


Like other planks in the progressive plat- 


form, that on education is broad rather than 
definite, anrl has mainly to commend it an in- 
ference that liberal educational support will be 
provided. 


In this connection there arises to mind the 


junior college. The Skogmo Junior College bill 
was vetoed by Governor Elaine.

Some expense would have been 
involved, and the governor may have hesitated 
because of his desire to reduce state expenses. 
Possibly Senator Skogmo's authorship of the 
bill may have been responsible for a psycho- 
logical negative on the part of the administra- 
tion. No doubt a similar measure will appear 
in the coming session.

There are two sides to 
the conduct of these institutions. 
One is ad- 


ministrative ancf goes to efficiency of 
opera- 


tion ivlating to economy, sanitation and other 
material details. 
This side is important be- 


cause it makes possible the other side, which 
is the main objective. That other side is what 
can be done for the inmates of these institu- 
tions—to heal, reform, restore—the things that 
make the wholesome person and the citizen. 


- The first side may have been done very 


well in Wisconsin. 
While some progress has 


been made, the importance of the other or per- 
sonal side seems hardly to have been recogniz- 
ed for what it is worth. The reason for this 
appears to be that boards dealing with such 
matters are made up of men selected for execu- 
tive and administrative ability. 
Such boards 


should also be equipped with the services of 
scientists who understand the problem of re- 
surrecting the man and woman in the derelict. 
This state does not lack the necessary talent. 
We have men in Wisconsin who have given 
their lives to this work, and who would value 
an opportunity to render this much-needed pub- 
lic service. They could make these.institutions 
the basis for operations^looking to the elimina- 
tion of many of the causes of disease and crime 
throughout the state. ' We commend the idea 
to the republican platform convention and to 
the attention of Governor Elaine and his fellow 
officials of the state of Wisconsin.

improper draft regulation. It is ashes 
that form clinkers; not coal. In the 
fall when the furnace fires are new, 
there are no clinkers formed. Later, 
when the mercury pets down to about 
10. 15 or 20 below you hear people 
saying that the coal is no good, that 
it forms clinkers. 


How Clinkers Form 


"Clinkers are formed from ashes 


that have passed the fusion point and 
have run together. 
That is because 


the fire has been brought to such an 
intense pitch that the ashes hare been 
fused. 
Had the draft been properly 


regulated and 
.the 
ashes removed 


properly, there would be no clinkers, 
or scarcely any at most. 
The amount 


of ash in .coal varies. . When the ash 
content is low. the amount of clink- 
ers is correspondingly low. despite' 
abuses of the draft and'ash-removal. 


"When it, is desired to get the tem- 


perature of the house say to 72. shut 
off the furnace before the thermome- 
ter registers 72. 
If you don't then 


the heat will go higher than 72 after 
the furnace has been shut off as it 
takes a little while for the furnace 
to die down." 
' 


Here are some rules applying to ev- 


ery household furnace in La Crosse 
which, according to Mr. Williams, 
should be the amateur janitor's alpha 
and omega : 


Let one person be responsible 


for tlie furnace. 


Keep (lie fire pot filled. 
Sec that the clean.out. doors 


close properly. 


Clean out the p'ates and re. 


move all soot once a week. 


Regulate the amount of "shak- 


ing down" by (he weather. 


The use of a heat regulator 


will save two tons out of a 10- 
ton allotment. 


Have a regular time to put 


coal on and except in very cold 
Aveafher shake it down only once 
in every 24 hours. 


Never throw coal on haphaz- 


ardly a shovelful at a time. 


Burn 
paper, 
garbage 
and 


waste in the furnace frequently. 
It will help to keep the plates 
clean. 
"Before I came to La Crosse." said 


Mr. Williams. "I was with the Teo- 
ple's Ice and Fuel company of St.

The NewijTveds Struggle 


"The struggles of newlyweds with 


a furnace are" well known to coal deal- 
ers. 
They regard their furnace with 


a combination of awe; respect and 
fear. 
To them it is a creature of 


whims. It may keep the house warm 
or it may not. Just by way of en- 
couraging It in the right direction 
they go down and throw on a shovel- 
ful of coal whenever it occurs to 
them. 
Then when the thermometer 


renlly goes down, complaints come in. 
The coal is no good. 
It won't burr.. 


- "And Oie newlyweds ;iren'f the 
only ones. The number of household 
furnaces that are run scientifically 
are few and far between. And there 
is nothing baffling about a furnace. 
Once understood, its operation is very 
simple. 


"The most economical way to run 


a furnace is to keep the firepot fille,! 
—that is the first rule in furnace 
tending. Regulate the fire by means 
of the dampers. Throwing on a shov- 
elful of coal occasionally will not. reg- 
ulate ,-ir.y fire. 
Those" who think "a 


shovelful of coal ought to give all nec- 
essary heat -overlook the fact that 
they don't have enough conl on the 
grates to eliminate excessive air co- 
ing through the fuel beds. 


Keep Clean-out Doors Tight 
"Loose clean-out doors on hot nir 


plants are a common cause of fuel 
waste. 
Before starting the furnace 
these doors should be examined thor- 
oughly, after the inside p!:ites have 
been well cleaned of nil snot. If the 
doors do not shut tightly, cold air will 
cpme in on the plates, bnv'ng two ef- 
fects. 
First, it cools »ff "the hot 


gases and counteracts or .'H-passes' 
the draft. 
Thus the supply of hot. air 


is obliged to undergo :i constant dilu- 
tion by cold air, the efficiency of the 
draft is checked, and up.-itairs ihevo 
are complaints on the furnace and 
perhaps on the coal. 


"The best means of making sure 


that you have no loose door trouble 
is to clo?e up the doors with asbestos 
cement, which is purchased dry, mix- 
ed with uiiter and used to chink up

"A good heat regulator will mean a 


saving of coal. 
A -mechanical device 


that is always on the job is more re- 
liable than the mind, which is occu- 
pied with matters other than fire 
tending most pf the time. 
The ad- 
vantages of n heat regulator over a 
thermometer are obvious. The fire is 
mechanically shut off as soon as a 
given temperature is reached, where- 
as .damage already is done when the 
thermometer indicates the house is 
overheated. 
"How often the furnace is shaken 


down depends largely on the kind of 
fuel used. 
Anthracite or hard coal, 


which fins a heavy ash, requires slink- 
ing down morning and evening. Po- 
cahontas, 
which is semi-anthracite 


and lias less ash, requires shaking 
down only once in 24 hours, as do 
briquets, 'coke and other substitute 
fuels.

This well supplies the water 


The pipes were driv- 
en eighteen feet through the sand 
and a supply of pure cold water can 
always be obtained in abundance, 
from it.

RECORD NUMBER OF 
ACCIDENTS REPORTED 


DURING PAST MONTH 


Seventy-four Percent of 182 Mis- 


haps Caused by Reckless 


Driving Reports State 


MADISON, Wis.—The month of 


August holds the record for number 
of accidents occurring on State Trunk 
Highway this season. 
There were a 


total of 182 accidents, Involving ap- 
proximately 730 people. Twenty-five 
people were killed; 58 seriously in- 
jured; 177 slightly injured, and tbe 
remainder escaped without injury. 


One hundred and twenty-one of the 


accidents occurred on straight roads 
where tie vision was good, 28 on 
curves and corners, 19 on intersect- 
ing cross roads, 7 on railroad cross- 
ings, and 7 at miscellaneous other 
places. 


Of the 182 accidents, 135 of them, 


or 74 per cent, were caused by reck- 
less driving. 
These are astonishing 


figures but nevertheless fairly ac- 
curate. 


The Wisconsin Highway commis- 


sion is endeavoring, 
through 
this 


monthly report of accidents, to warn 
Hie public of the seriousness of these 
highway accidents. 


It is true that we have, annually, 


an increasing motor traffic, but this 
should be all tbe more reason for be- 
ing more cautious when using the 
highways.
